59. it is, amongit other things, 
enacted, * That no foreign wine, exceeding the quan- 
tity of three gallons, fhall be removed or cuvial from any 
part of thiskingdom to another, by land or by water, with- 
out being accompznied with a proper permit from fome or 
one of the Officers of Excife, according to the directions of 
that act, on pain of forfeiting the wine which fhall be found 
removing or carrying, or removed or carried, from one part 
of this kingdom to another, without fuch permit as aforcfaid, 
together with the caiks, bottles, jars, veffels, and packages 
containing the fame 1nd the hories, cattle, boats, barges, and 
other carriages ufed in fuch removal or carriage thercof.— 
That where uny perfoa er perfons, not being a dealer or

the duty of fuch wine fo intended to be removed, has been 
paid, or that the fame hath been condemned as forfeited, 
or was part of the ftock of feme dealer or dealers, or feller 
or fellers of foreign wine by wholefale, of which an account 
has been delivered at the Office of Excife, purfuant to this 
act; and all Officers of xcife granting or giving fuch permit 
or permits, fhall limit and exprefs therein, the time within 
which fuch wine, in fuch permit or permits mentioned, fhall 
be removed from, and out of the poffeflion of the perfons 
taking out fuch permit or permits, and alfo the time within

permit or permits, for the removal of any foreign wine from 
one place to another, fhall be granted by any Officer or Officers 
of Excife, to any perfon other than a dealer or dealers in, or 
feller or fellers of foreign wine, by wholefale or retail, and if 
within the times limited in fuch permit or permits refpective- 
ly for that purpofe, fuch perfon or perfons to or for whom 
fuch permit or permits fhall be fo granted, fhall not either 
actually and really fend away all the wine by fuch permit or 
permits authorifed to be fent away, purfuant to the true in- 
tent and meaning of fuch permit or permits, or in default of 
fo fending away fuch wine, fhall not, before the expiration 
of the time limited in and by fuch permit and permits relpec- 
tively, return fuch permit and permitsto the Officer or Officers 
who granted the fame ; then, and in every fuch refpective 
cate and cafes, the perfon er perfons, other than fuch dealer 
or dealersin, or feller or fellers of foreign wine by wholefale 
or retail, to whom fuch permit or permits, or for whofe ufe 
fuch permit or permits fhall have been granted, fhall, for e- 
very gallon of fuch wine mentioned in fuch permit or per- 
mits, and not removed according to the purport thereof, for- 
feit and lofe treble the valuc of fuch wine.” 

The Commissioners or Excise have thought it et 
to give this public notice of the preceding claufes of the be- 
fore-mentioned act of Parliament, that all perfons concern- 
ed may obferve the fame accordingly ; And, “in future no 
permit will be granted by their Officers for the removal of 
any foreign wine for private ufc, not being from an entered fiock, 
unlefs an affidavit is previoufly made and fubfcribed by the 
perfon or perfons in whofe cuftody or pofieffion fuch wine is 
lying, in the words, and of the tenor following, to wit : 

« [, A.B. do fwear that the above-mentioned wines were 
delivered into*my poffeflion under fuch circumftances as 
fatisfy me that they have all paid the legal duties; and 
that fince they were fo delivered to me, I have kept fuch 
cuftody of them that they could not, to the beft of my 
conception and belief, have been changed or altered 
without my knowledge.” 

When, therefore, in time coming, any perfon is defirous 
to have a permit for the removal of wine for-private ufe, not 
being from an entered ftock, application muft be made by 
him, or her, in writing, and fuch affidavit produced there- 
with to the Board, if the wine to be removed is lying within 
the limits of the Chief Office of Excife in Edinburgh, and to 
the proper Collector or Supervifor, if in any of the country 
collections; whereupon,, and upon complying with the other 
requifites of the law, asto the delivery, or fending of a re- 
queft note to the Officer, &c. but not otherwife, permit or 
permits will be granted for the removal of fuch wine for pri- 
vate ufe, as by the faid act is authorifed and directed.
